ful introduction to the Rugby game on the Pacific Coast at the first 
intercollegiate contest between California and Stanford. 


The betting is about even, in some places odds being offered' 


from 10 to 8 in favor of California, while in other places'.the odds 
slightly favor Stanford. Though California i^playing on her home 
field, that can hardly be considered an advantage, as laborers were 
at work upon the field until 2 o'clock with no chance for either 
team to have any preliminary practice upon the new field. 


The weather is about as good as could be desired by the spec- 


tators or players. It is warm, but not too warm for such playing. 


By a quarter to two the California rooters, decked in white 


shirt waists and blue rooter's hats, with gold ribbons, gold buttons, 
filled most of the seats in that section of the grandstand. 


The seats to be occupied by the spectators are filling slowly, but 


by the opening of the game the bleachers will be a mass of color, 
as all the available seats have been sold, and the cars leading to 
Berkeley from all directions are crowded with people decked with 
blue and gold and red ribbons, and outside of the gates are lined 
up hundreds of automobiles, hacks and buggies. 


By a quarter to two the Stanford band could be heard as it 


marches on its way from the Berkeley station to the football field. 


GREAT CROWD ON THE FIELD. 


By 2 o'clock,the grandstand arid both sides of the field are be- 


coming gold and'"blue and red with streamers and flags and gayly 
bedecked canes held by fair partisans and co-eds of California and 
Stanford. 


Everything has on a gala appearance, with not a cloud in the 


sky, and with the golden "C" shining out from the top of Charter 
Hill, nothing is lacking to make a most brilliant panorama. 


At 2 o'clock to the accompaniment of the music of the band, 


the Stanford rooters in brilliant red rooter caps, and with long red 
streamers, made their way to the section reserved for them:

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San Francisco's Grand Jury Inquiry. 


Now that the election is over and a Grand Jury has been 


selected in San Francisco, a marked conservatism has suddenly 
taken possession of those who were conspicuous 
in the 
graft 


crusade during the political campaign. 
Before election, these anti- 


grafters were positive in their assertions of their ability to produce 
conclusive evidence of the guilt of Abe Ruef and his political 
associates and confederates in 
the 
municipal 
administration. 


After the results of the election have been made known, how- 
ever, they have ceased to be positive, and have become only hope- 
ful of success in convicting the 
alleged 
grafters. 
Heney 
also 


represented before election that in the very first hour after the 
Grand Jury was organized the name of Ruef would be presented 
to it, charged with the commission of felonies -and misdemeanors, 
and \vith abundance of proof to guarantee his prompt indictment. 
Now that the Grand Jury has been organized, the indications are 
strong that the graft charges will be temporarily sidetracked to 
make way for the consideration of some other matters. It looks 
as if Heney had spoken rashly and prematurely once more on the 
subject of graft. 
Doubtless graft exists in official circles in San 


Francisco, and there is probably bribery and boodling galore out- 
side. 
Indeed, there never has been a time in the city's history 


when jt was free from official corruption, and the names of some 
of those who are now loudest in proclaiming the charges of graft 
have been associated with similar accusations affecting their own 
honesty in times past. If an honest and thorough inquiry into the 
charges of official corruption is made by the Grand Jury, it may 
be said in advance that there will be a wonderful mix-up in the 
names of tho«e entangled by it, and that some of those who are 
now active as prosecutors may be found finally in the net of their 
own weaving. 


Of course, every friend of good government will hope that 


the new San Francisco Grand Jury will be earnest and thorough 
in its investigation, and that, after probing, if it shall discover the 
source of corruption, it will be courageous enough to render an 
honest report. Let no person guilty of official graft and Bribery 
escape, no matter how high or how low may be his station. 


Five of the county officers elected on Tuesday obtained over 


17,000 votes each 
Sheriff Barnet led tfie list with 20,710 votes 


and a majority of 18,758. 
Grim came next for Recorder with a 


total vote of 20,322 and a clear majority of 15,662. Brown cap- 
tured the District Attorneyship with 17,835 votes to his credit and 
a majonty of 10,875. M. J Kelly was re-elected County Treasurer 
with a total vote of 17,220 and a majority of 10,299, and County 
Clerk Cook was re-elected with a total vote in his faior of 17,030 
and a majority of 8874 
These candidates were entitled to the 


positions to which they were elected as a reward for eminent and 
efficient services to the public in the past, and the enormous vote 
polled in their la\or eloquently expresses popular appreciation of 
their faithfulness in office. 


Advance in the Price of Silver. 


The steady advance in the price of silver is attracting the 


attention of financiers and economists. It has now reached 71 
cents per ounce. The director of the United States mint pre; 
diets that it will mount to 80 cents ultimately. 
Moreover, he 


asserts that the advance is not speculative, but it is due to 
a 


healthy and legitimate demand. 


The United States Mint has been for several weeks past a 


buyer of siher for fractional coinage. India, which has always 
been a large consumer of the white metal, is also making a drain 
on the market once more, to increase the circulating medium, 
although it has been demonetized there just as it has been in this 
country, through the adoption of the gold standard. 


The enormous output of gold in modern times, which fol- 


lowed the extensive suspension of silver mining as the result of 
the demonetization of silver, has had the natural effect of ad- 
vancing the price of the latter metal—or, 
in 
other 
words—of 


cheapening itself. Tins is something that has been predicted would 
happen, sooner or later, through the expansion of gold mining 
and the superior and more economical methods adopted in re- 
cent times in the extraction of the 
precious metal 
from 
its 


mitrix. 


But the real value to the Pacific States in the advance in the 


market price of silver, whatever may be responsible for it, is that 
it will revive the industry of silver mining. Mines that have been 
closed for over ten years will now be reopened and operations 
resumed, for, with the market price of the metal anywhere be- 
tween 70 and 80 cents, silver mining can' be carried on_ profitably. 
The condition of the siher market will be, therefore, a special 
benefit to Xe\ acla and AnzcJna, where the more extensive and 
richest silver bearing \eins in the West are located; and many o) 
the mines whose names were familiar in the palmy days of silver 
mining in the past are sure to become conspicuous again as wealth 
producers. 


Tourist Travel to California. 


Tourist travel from the East to California promises this year 


to be unprecedented, although Europe has entered into a vigorous 
competition for it, 
American tourist'"travel across the Atlantic 


is estimated to be worth $500,000,000 a year. It has been regarded 
as one of the legitimate assets and sources of income of France, 
Germany, Italy, Great Britain- and Switzerland, which countries 
have been the greater beneficiaries from it.- Some of these coun- 
tries are beginning to grow alarmed over the prospect of losing 
this profitable trade by its diversion to Florida, Wyoming and 
California, particularly to the latfer State. The construction of 
new railroads in Wyoming facilitates travel to that region of 
natural wonders and picturesque scenery—the Yellowstone Park— 
and the annual stream of tourists in that direction is steadily in- 
creasgig in volume. 
But California has become the most attrac- 


tive section on the continent to tourists of late years. The fame 
of its genial climate, its orange groves'and vineyards, its varied 
and picturesque scenery has spread abroad all over the .land, 
overshadowing all of the attractions 
which 
Florida 
possesses. 


The tourist who flees from the East in the summer season to 
escape from the sweltering heated terms and in the winter seeks 
refuge from blizzards and snowstorms and other rigors of the 
season along the Atlantic coast, turns his face westward to Cali- 
fornia as the land where he knows he can enjoy 
comfort 
and 


pleasure without stint. 


The tide of what was once tourist travel to Europe exclu- 


sively has been for several years turning in this direction, and 
European landlords and transportation 
companies 
which 
have 


been drawing princely revenues from* it are now fearful of losing 
it. They are, therefore, strenuously exerting themselves to put a 
stop to the westward flow of the tourist stream by offering low 
fares and resorting to other devices to divert this kind of travel in 
their own direction. 


These unusual measures do not promise, however, to suc- 


ceed in their purpose. 
California has extraordinary inducements 


to offer, to Eastern tourists this year. There is a general desire 
among them to inspect the rums of San Francisco's burned dis; 
trict, which is now one of the world's wonders/ Indeed, the ruins 
of Pompeii, Herculaneum and other dead cities in and around the 
bay of Naples sink into insignificance when compared with it. 
The winter travel to this section of the State is already enormous; 
and, while it is taxing the resources of the transcontinental rail- 
roads to meet it, every effort is being made to provide the best 
acilities for its accommodation. 


This winter's rush of tourists to Central and Northern Cali- 


nia will bear more than temporary fruits and profits. 
Thou- 


sands of those who will come here solely to gratify the curiosity 
of seeing the remarkable results of the April visitation of earth- 
quake and fire will be induced by the more practical and substantial 
attractions of this part of the State to invest their money in it 
and take up their permanent residence here. 
Oakland is bound 


o get a large acquisition to its population from this source. 
In- 


deed, this city promises to profit as much hereafter from tourist 
travel as Los Angeles has done for many years past, and it is the 
jart of prudence to get ready for it. We are facing a golden op-

sponsibility for the conduct of the offspring. 
It is inconceivable 


for example, that either of the three boys ipw in custody in this 
city charged with burglary and other crimes, and whose ages are 
respectively, nine, twelve and thirteen, can have been subject to 
any form of parental control or discipline. They have probably 
become \va} ward and depraved through 
nothing but 
parenta 


neglect. One of the gang \\ho is only twehe years old, has his 
home in San Jose; but it would seem that his parents have been 
entirely indifferent as to his whereabouts or the associations he 
was keeping, for it does not appear that any inquiry was made 
for him. The other two, whose parents are residents of this city, 
have evidently been guilty of equal neglect. 


It is an open question as to whether in cases of this kirfd the 


parents should not be held responsible in some way by the law 
for the misdeeds of their offspring, provided that it can be shown 
that the latter's evil propensities have, been 
developed through 


parental neglect. 
Such parents have no right to burden the State 


with those duties which they ought to perform toward their own 
progeny, and there should be some way devised whereby such a 
shirking of parental duty may be visited with a-punishment equal 
to the penalty meted out by the law for the crime for whose com- 
mission they are indirectly responsible.

WHEN CHURCH AND 
BANK JOIN HANDS. 


The Latin Quarter has been the 


surprise of the city in the way it 
has recovered from the effects of 
the big fire. ^Ftilly two-thirds of 
the structures have been rebuilt, 
and at least one-half of these are 
superior to the ones destroyed. 
Those who have watched with 
wonder the rapid rise of this sec- 
tion have reasoned it 'out on the 
theory of the thrift, industry and 
stocking-saving qualities of this 
portion of our population. Indeed 
it was known that as soon as the 
embers of the big fire cooled suf- 
ficiently many parts of the ruins 
were alive with property, owners 
delving among the cellar ashes, 
anxiously searching for the pots 
and kettles that contained their 
hard-earned hoards. The frugal- 
ity of the Latins may in a meas- 
ure explain the quick rebuilding 
of that portion of the town, but 
the 
chief 
reason is a building 


scheme early entered into in that 
section to beat the machinations 
of the local lumber trust. At the 
time of the disaster the Catholic 
Church in that district happened 
to have some available funds on 
hand. Those in charge of it 
quickly realized-that homes and 
shelter were of tEe direst need. 
Lumber, under the manipulation 
of the trust, had begun to soar, 
making it almost a prohibitive 
quantity, in that section. So the 
church and the Italian Bank en- 


tered into 
an 
understanding 


whereby they practically started 
a lumber mill in the*north to sup- 
ply the Latin quarter with its 
output. Not only was the lum; 
ber supplied to consumers at 
about ten dollars a thousand less 
than the prevailing trust rates, 
but moir«jr was advanced to the 
builders at an unusually low rate' 
of interest on their property as 
security. 
And on this kind of 


headwork has the Latin Quarter 
risen so rapidly from the ashes.' 
—Town Talk.

In many ways Mr. Harrison has 
made the Olympic Club famous. 
He gave the Olympic Club a salt- 
water bathing system and he has 
given the Olympic Club a presi- 
dent for innumerable successive 
terms, but every little wfiile a 
bunch of Olympians resolve them- 
selves into an indignation com- 
mittee and protest against Mr. 
Harrison. Their most recent pro- 
test was based upon the action 
of the Board of Directors (which 
is another name fof Mr. Harri- 
son) in employing an architect to 
draw plans for a new club build- 
ing.

While the slopes 'of Russian 


Hill and Nob Hill are almost as 
bare as .they were left by the fire 
of last''April, Telegraph Hill is 
taking on its old populous aspect. 
As the old children swarm the 
streets—for they are true Roose- 
veltians,-these Italians and Mex- 
ica.is who inhabit this hill, of 
which it has been written that 


"The Irish they live at the top av It, 
And the. Dagoes they live at the base 
av It; 


And Iv'ry tin can In the knowledge 
av man 
,Is ecatthered all over the face av It." 


Taking the poet's segregation 


as correct, the Irish did not suffer 
so much as the Italians did, for 
many homes on the extreme top 
of the hill still, stand. But there 
were Irish on the slopes and at 
the base, too. 
And all of them 


seem to have united in an endeav- 
or to make their beloved hill as 
habitable as it was before. The 
fact is that they are making it 
more ftabitable. Nearly all the 
houses on Telegraph Hill were 
old, 
fragile, 
unsanitary. They 


went like dry rushes before the 
flames. They are being replaced 
today by new' dwellings that, 
while not expensive, are modern 
in appointments. New and fresh 
and free from the collected mic- 
robes of generations of none too 
careful dwellers, they will be far 
more beautiful than were the ol<j 
tinder that they, are replacing. 
There is nothing temporary about 


that people may 
homes. Yet these 


the Italian fisherman's wife stands 
in her doorway, and distinguishes 
her husband's 
boat from the 


others as the fleet comes up the 
bay! 
Vegetable stalls,^ where 


one may buy wine, both red and 
white, olive oil. cheese that looks 
bad and smells worse, macaroni 
in fifty-seven varieties, are scat- 
tered over the hill again.

election has been called for by the 
council of this city, to be held January 
15, 190T. 


The committee -which represents the 


people of this city In the project has 
prepared an address to the Residents 
of the district which It Is proposed to 
annex, which contains many interest- 
Ing facts, and which are presented In 
a manner calculated to Impress those 
In the annexed district who are open 
to conviction. 
This address, among 


other things, sets forth that the large 
increase in population and business on 
the east shore of the bay of San Fran- 
cisco has fuinished 
many problems 


which demand earnest and Immediate 
attention. 


The territory between the southern 


boundary of the city of Oakland and 
San L,eandro creek has for many years 
needed softie form of municipal gov- 
ernment.

It has outgrown the present sform of 


control by the county board of super- 
visors.

Attempts at local incorporation have

At the request and with the sanction 


and co-operation of many residents 
and taxpayers of Frultvale, 
Melrose 


and Elmhurst, the commercial organi- 
zations of Oakland have taken steps to 
submit to the people the question of 


annexation to the city of Oakland. 


The 
Joint committee of the Mer- 


chants' 
Exchange and Chamber 
of 


Commerce of Oakland urge the voters 
in tho district to carefully consider the 
question and to cast their votes in fa- 
vor of annexation. 


The last assessment roll of Brooklyn 


township aggregated 17,583,140. 


The value of property in proposed 


district is therefore about $7,000,000. 


The estimated .population Is 20,000. 
This large aggregation of people and 


property Is entitled to a form of gov- 
ernment, which will furnish fire pro- 
tection, police protection, school facili- 
ties and paving, sidewalklng, sewering 
and paved streets. 


The city of Oakland offers such 
a 


form of government and promises to 
provide this territory with nil the fa- 
cilities and privileges now enjoyed by 
its own citizens. 


The citizens

TWENTY-FIVE FOOT DEPTH. 
The present contract for deepening 


the channel from the bay of San Fran- 
cisco to the properties of the Oakland 
Dock and Warehouse Company will 
five a 25-foot depth of iwater at low 
title, and 31 at high, thus accommodat- 
ing vessels of the deepest draught. The 
width of the channel Is 300 feet and 
the length of this point is 22,000 feet. 
The east end of the channel, from the 
Oakland Dock and Warehouse wharves 
to the Tidal Basin is 3000 feet in 
length, and will show a depth of 17 


feet at low and twenty-three at high 
tide. 
At the Tidal Basin the channel di- 
vides, one portion following the Brook- 
lyn shore to the Tidal Canal, with a 
low tide depth of 8 feet and the other 
on the Alameda side will show 12 feet 
at low tide. 
The combined frontage 


of the two arms is 13,000 feet. 


The total pler'head lines will show 


64,000 feet of frontage, or In the neigh- 
borhood of 12 miles. 


The ultimate depth of the channel 


in Oakland harbor will be 30 feet ft 
low and 36 feet at high tide. As an 
evidence of this, all bridges being built 
are compelled to put in foundations at 
a depth of 30 feet at low water. 


The importance of Oakland harbor 


at the present time is no small matter. 


Prior to the disaster that befell San 


Francisco, the tonnage movement was 
In excess of 5,000,000 tons annually, 
and new conditions 'have materially 
augmented this volume. 


It is not an Idle statement, nor yet 


the fancy of a visionary, but rather 
a forecast, founded on sound condi- 
tions, so say that the Oakland of the 
future will be, beyond cavil, the most 
Important port on the western coast 
of the United States.

CLEARINGS ARE ON THE INCREASE 


Another means of advertising this

For a long time, the workings o£ this 
institution were confined to the col- 
umns of the local press, but now they 
are sought for by and made known to 
financial people and concerns in all 
parts of the country.

character,

beneficial to this city, all the more so 
because it Is along lines which are en- 
tirely new to Oalclancl. This clty.now 
appears among the cities of the coun- 
try, the financial condition of which 
attracts the attention of the moneyed 
men of the United States. 


The bank clearings for the present 


week amount to the comfortable sum 
of ?3,79 5,333.43.

in excess of the clearings of a number 
o£ cities the showing of which has 
long been published in the financial 
reports in various parts of the coun- 
try. It shows that it was a good busi- 
ness idea to start the local clearing 
house and that the new departure was 
warranted by the facts of the case.

trade, and it is reliably reported, there 
are nearly 10,000 more' Chinese who 
will be added to the colony as soon as 
quarters are obtainable for .them in 
that part of the district still held in 
white ownership. 


Cisco as a consequence of the disaster 
there, and -who intended to return to 
their old home as soon as that home 
could be rehabilitated.

It is not generally known that the 


business of the clearing house could 
be greatly increased, but it Is never- 
theless a fact that such is the case, 
and this could be effected if people, 
Instead of paying their regular month- 
ly creditors -with cash would employ 
checks instead.

house and would swell the volume of 
the business of that concern Just to 
that-amount. As the showing made by 
the clearing house of a city Increases 
the importance of that city In propor- 
tion to the amount of the clearings, 
the standing of Oakland in the com- 
mercial world would be emphasized by 
every dollar which would be added to 
the weekly showing. 


It will be interesting, In this con- 


nection, to show how the clearings of 
this city compare with the other cities 
on the Pacific coast, which have not 
the disadvantage of being located near 
a greater city.

HARBOR 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


The original project for 
the 
Im- 


provement of Oakland 
harbor 
was 


submitted In 1874. The harbor was to 
consist of two training walls at the en- 
trance; a tidal canal of one and one- 
half miles In length to connect with 
the tide waters of San Leandro bay, 
the estimated cost of these Improve- 
ments to be, in round numbers II,- 
815,000. This was approved by Con- 
gress, and during the progress of the 
work slight modifications were made, 
consisting of the raising of the train- 
ing walls to full high tide level; In- 
creasing the tidal canal to 400 feet in 
width; the building of three steel draw 
bridges across the tidal canal, and of 
diverting the silt laden waters of Sau- 
sal creek Into San Leandro bay. 


This project, with the exception of 


the building of the dam at the en- 
trance of the San Leandro bay (which 
may not be necessary) Is now com- 
pleted, and up to June 30, 1905, cost 
82,643,032. 


The tonnage of the harbor IB 1IT4 


aggregated 154,801; in U04 the ton- 
nage aggregated 4,708.672. 


In the River and Harbor act of HOI. 


Congrats provided for an examination 
of Oakland harbor, with a view to lt» 
Improvement to meet the neod* of 
present and prospective commerce. 


The project calls for a channel MO 


feet wide and 25 feet deep, from Ban 
Francisco bar 
nf far a* Chestnut 


street, Oakland; thence 300 feet wide 
and 25 feet deep as far as Fallon 
street; thence SCO feet wide and IT 
feet deep to the Tidal Basin; thence 
300 feet wide and 12 feet deep around - 
the Tidal Basin.

erous appropriation will be made by 
Congress this year for the Improve- 
ment of this harbor. The money thus 
far spent Is practically all for exten- 
sions In width and deptft for the ben- 
efit of commerce.
